For 
twenty joare, if not for a loager 
period, the pro-tata cost oftliis 
service, lnid decaosaod almost in a 
ratio adverse to the increase of 
servico required so that the Gov¬ 
ernment has been bonctited to the 
extent of millions of dollars. 

But all this has been changed. 
The tremoudous increase in oost 
of star routo service began in 
1900. Since then it has grown to 
an extent unprecedented. It has 
rosulted in wa3te of millions of 
dollars. Nearly $7,000,000 is 
being paid out iu excess of all 
former rates of pay for such ser¬ 
vice. The loss will not fall short 
of $10,000,000 iu the next five 
years, if present methods are con¬ 
tinued.
